Payments will be made to claim- 
ants under the bill out of the War Claims Fund (which 
consists of proceeds resulting from the sale of vested 
property), and not out of appropriations. 

The general categories of claims authorized are set 
forth on page 18, line 12, through page 22, line 16, of 
Committee Print No. 3, and are as follows: 

(1) Damage to or destruction of property located in 
certain European countries and in areas attacked by the 
Japanese resulting from military operations or special 
war measures against property (claims for losses arising 
in the Philippines are allowable where the claimant re- 
ceived no compensation under prior legislation) ; 

(2) Damage to or destruction of ships and ship car- 
goes as a result of military action; 

(3) Net losses of insurers under war-risk insurance 
contracts covering ships; and 
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(4) Death or disability, and property losses, suffered 
by civilian passengers on vessels attacked on the high 
seas before December тт, 1941.

It also 
provides for Agricultural Stabilization Conservation 
county committee employees, in addition to the salary 
increase, retirement and life and health benefits pro- 
vided under the Federal employees’ retirement and in- 
surance programs. The cost of the bill is estimated at 
$810,000,000 annually.

Federal Pay Increase: By a record vote of 378 yeas to 
40 nays the House passed H.R. 9883, to adjust the rates 
of basic compensation of certain officers and employees 
of the Federal Government, after adopting an amend- 
ment to fix the salary increase at 74 percent in lieu of 
9 percent. А motion to recommit the bill and provide 
for a 5-percent increase was rejected by a record vote of 
94 yeas to 324 nays. 

Prior to these actions the House by a voice vote 
approved the motion to discharge the Committee on 
Rules from further consideration of H. Res.

MINIMUM WAGE, AND NOMINATIONS 


Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Committee, 
in executive session, ordered favorably reported an 
original bill proposing amendments to the Fair Labor 
Standards Act. The bill, as approved, would establish 
a new wage rate, increasing the minimum wage to 
$1.15 per hour for the first year, $1.20 an hour for the 
second year, and $1.25 an hour thereafter; and would 
provide coverage for an additional 5 million (approxi- 
mate) employees, principally in the retail and service 
trades. 

The committee also approved the nomination of 
Charles R. Ferguson, to be a member of the Federal 
Coal Mine Safety Board of Review (reappointment); 
several nominations to the National Science Board, 
National Science Foundation; and a group of Public 
Health Service nominations. 
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HIGHWAYS, AND COMMITTEE BUSINESS 


Committee on Public Works: 'The committee, in execu- 
tive session, ordered favorably reported with amend- 
ments H.R. 10495, authorizing funds for the construc- 
iton of certain highways for fiscal years 1962 and 1963. 
As approved, the bill would provide approximately $2.2 
billion. The bill was amended so as to incorporate the 
texts of (т) S. 3412, relating to payments on Fed- 
eralaid projects undertaken by a Federal agency, (2) 
S. 3290, relating to changing the formula in State re- 
quirement for matching Federal funds for the ABC 
system, and (3) H.R. 11240, providing for participation 
of Federal-aid highway funds in the construction of 
approach roads to ferry facilities on Federal-aid systems. 
An amendment was also adopted which would allow 
Interstate Route No. 95 in Maryland and Delaware to 
be constructed as a toll road. 

The committee also ordered reported S. 3625, to 
establish a Wabash Basin Interagency Water Resources 
Commission (tentatively approved) ; S. 3108, to provide 
for public hearings on air pollution problems, and to 
extend the duration of the air pollution control law 
(amended); H.R. 11522, authorizing conveyance of 
certain U.S. land to States and other political subdivi- 
sions for highway improvements; and S. 3260, author- 
izing Secretary of the Army to modify certain leases 
entered into for the provision of recreational facilities 
in reservoir areas (amended).

Чоп; and (2) requiring that the election to be taxed as a cor- 
poration be made in the last month of the preceding year or the 
first month of the current year for which it is to be so taxed; 

(e) relating to the declaration of estimated income tax by indi- 
viduals which (1) increases the "other income" limit from $100 
to $200; and (2) provides that no declaration need be filed 
where the estimated tax is less than $40. Also, the gross income 
test of $400 plus $600 times the number of exemptions is 
eliminated; 

(£) requiring individuals living abroad and other taxpayers 
(including corporations) claiming the benefits of foreign income 
provisions to file their returns at the office designated by the 
Secretary rather than in the district where they claim legal resi- 
dence or place of business; 
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(g) providing that claiming a false or fraudulent deduction 
for a dependent may be prosecuted as a misdemeanor rather 
than a felony. This also repeals section 7207, relating to the 
treatment of fraudulent returns, statements, or other documents 
as misdemeanors (leaving only the felony provisions applica- 
ble); and 

(h) the text of section 9 of H.R. 5547 (as previously reported 
by the Finance Committee) prohibiting the doubling up of the 
deduction of taxes for those on an accrual basis where States 
have changed the assessment or lien date. 

(2) H.R. 12536, which excludes certain local advertising 
charges from the sale price, within limits, for purposes of the 
manufacturer's excise taxes (without amendment). 

(3) H.R. 10960, relating to the determination of retail price 
for Amin of the Federal excise tax on cigars (without amend- 
ment). 

(4) H.R. 4384, to provide for the free importation of certain 
articles for religious purposes not now included in paragraph 
1774 of the Tariff Act (without amendment). 

(5) H.R. 10841, to provide for the free importation of bamboo 
pipestems, except those imported from Communist-dominated 
areas (without amendment).
